CAPTURED THIS MORNING 


The Boston Bank Thief Arrested in 


a Maine Town. 
Had More 


Than $30,000 With 
Him. 


Where Did He Get It? 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript 1 


Farmington, Me, May 22-Albeit M. 


King, the missing messenger of the Boyla- 
ton National bank of fioaton, who disap- 
peared from the latter city last Tuesday 
with $30,000 of the bank funds, was ar- 
rested here by Deputy Bberift Charles E 
Dj er shortly after 11 o'clock today. 


He was recognized from pictures which 


had been sent out and on being asked if 
1m name was King, readily ackowledged 
that It was He was taken to Franklin 
count) jail, and upon being searched the 
sheriff found f 30,8-10 35 on him, moat of it 
done in packages as it had been received 
from the banks in Boston. 


The money was immediately taken to 


the First National bank and deposited for 
safe keeping 
King arrived from 
tho 


Rangely lake region on the train which 
reaches here at 1115a.m. He alighted 
from the tram and was walking down 
Main street when the deputy sheriff who 
had been on the watch foe King thought 
this young man bore some resemblance 
to the one he waa looking for. 


Ho started after him and accosted the 


stranger, asking him if hia name was 
King. Receiving an affirmative response, 
he arrested the fugitive who made no re- 


mark except to acknowledge that he was 
the right man. 


King sum nocning while being searched 


and nothing could at first be learned as 
to where he had spent the time between 
his disappearance and capture, or what 
steps he had taked to conceal his wander- 
ings from the police " 


News of the arrest of Albert M King, 


the missing bank messenger, was re- 
ceived in Boston shortly before noon to- 
day and an officer was at once despatched 
for Farmington to bring 
him back. 


Cashier Waterman was the only official of 
the Boylaton National bank who could be 
seen today 


Mr Waterman said that bank officials 


had nothirg to say, other than that they 
are very glad that the fugitive has been 
oaotured 


When his attention was called to the 


fact that more money was found in 
King's possession than the bank had 
claimed to have lost, Mr Waterman said 
"We can account for that very readily, 
but it is a matter concerning which noth- 
ing had been made public" Nothing 
further could bo learned about the extra 
?840asMr Water man said it was useles 
to ask questions 


King is e-vpeoted to arrive in Boston in 


custody sometime tomorrow and his case 
will probably come before the court Mon- 
day morning.
